Daniels' refusal to permit Rear Admir- 
al Fiske to read a paper before the 
Navy League convention here today, 
stirred up a wave of denunciation of 
the secretary in the

Cheer Admiral's Paper. 


The admiral's paper, previously pub- 
lished in the Naval Institute, an offi- 
cial publication of the navy war col- 
lege, was rea'd by Wm. Mather Lewis 
of Lake Forest, 111., while the meeting 
cheered roundly. 
Col. Robert M. Thompson, .president 
of the league, read a letter from Secre- 
tary Daniels, denying a request that 
the admiral read the paper and de- 
clared: 
"I desire to express my sorrow th<U 
the navy department should take this 
narrow view, so strongly in conflict 
with that taken by the war depart- 
ment. This question goes behind a 
mere departmental wish. It involves 
the constitutional right of free speech, 
that an officer of fifty years' service, 
acknowledged as one of the leaders of 
his profession, should be denied the 
right to say that two and two makes 
four. 


Hisses for Daniels. 


Col. Thompson's mention of Secre- 
tary Daniels' name brought basses 
from a part of the house. 
Heury Reutardahl and "VVm. H. Stay- 
ton ot New York, attacked the secre- 
tary's position, and Reutardahl de- 
clared that "wholesale gagging of 
navy officers, does not come originally 
from the navy department, but origin- 
ally from the AVhite House." Secre- 
tary Daniels' letter gave as his posi- 
tion the attitude taken by the depart- 
ment recently when Admiral 
Fluke 
was not permitted to speak to the 
Commercial club of Chicago on naval 
affairs. Then, the secretary wrote that 
he thought .it better., for civilians to 
lead the fight for the enlargement of 
the cavy and for naval officers to con- 
tinue an unbroken policv of .not, trying 
to influence legislation. 


Scores Navy's Methods. 
Washington, April 12.—'Lack of logi- 
cal method in the development of the 
American navy was deplored by Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fisk, TT. 3. N., in 
a paper on "Naval Strategy" presented 
at today's session, at annual conven- 
tion of Navy League of the United 
•States. 


"If a Japanese fleet convoying troop

Richard aHrding Davis Passes Away 


at Mount Kisco, N. Y. 
, [DY ASSOCIATED PUlisa.]. 


Mount Kisco N. Y., April 12.—Rich- 
ard Harding Davis, author and war 
correspondent, died at his home here 
late last night from heart trouble. His 
body was found early this morning 
and he had apparently been stricken 
•while-at his'telephone. 
He had gone into his library to dic- 
tate a 'telegram to a friend .in New 
York City. His wife assumed when he 
did not return that he had seated him- 
self to read-, and did not visit the li- 
brary, until after midnight. Mr. Davis 
had been in failing health for some 
time and had sought quiet at his coun- 
try place, Cross Roads Farm, under 
the care of his wife, who was Bessie 
McCoy, the actress. 
. Richard Harding Davis, one of the 
most popular of American writers, 
and playwright also, and a' veteran 
the present, was born in Philadelphia 
in 1864, son of L. Clarke Davis and 
Rebecca Harding. Davis, also a writer 
After being educated at Lehigh and 
Johns Hopkins Universities Mr Davis 
entered journalism, starting with the 
Philadelphia Press, after serving on 
the New York Sun. He was serving as 
correspondent during the Turko-Gre- 
cian, Spanish-American and Russo- 
Japanese wars for London Times and 
New York Herald, and during the war 


I wrote dispatches for a syndicate. One 
of his earliest and most widely read 
books; "Soldiers of Fortune," was pub- 
lished in 1899, and in succeeding years 
he wrote more than thirty volumes of 
fiction and war experiences, together 
with a number of plays and numerous 
short stories. 
In 1S9!) Mr. Davis married ' Cecil 
Clark, daughter of J. M. Clark of Chi- 
cago, and was divorced by her in Jan- 
correspondent of five wars, including 
uary, 1S12. A few days later Mr. Davis 
married Miss McCoy, who was the fa- 
mous Yama Yama girl in a popular mu- 
sical comedy. A daughter, Hope Davis 
was born.

BAVARIA IS DOING MUCH 


TO FEED GERMAN NATION 


[HT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Munich, Germany, April 12.—Though 
her imports of cattle have twindled to 
almost nothing, Bavaria more 
than 
any other German state has done her 
share of helping to feed the rest of 
Germany by increasing steadily 
her 
exports. 
Figures just compiled show that dur- 
ing the month prior to the war, -with 
an average monthly import of 4,000,000 
head of cattle, Bavaria exported 
but 
13,000; increased this to 30,000 head in 
December, 1915; and to 40,000 head in 
January, 1916. 
Before the war Bavaria 
imported 
on an average a million bogs a year, 
and now imports none. Yet during all 
the months of the conflict she 
has 
steadily supplied her neighboring and 
allied states with the ever rarer swine. 
In addition, she has turned over to the 
army on an average 24,000 head of cat- 
tle monthly. 
Countless oxen have been sent from 
Bavaria to other parts of Germany, 
notably East Prussia, where they are 
urgently needed in place of horses. 
Bavaria too has reduced her annual 
use of butter to three kilograms per 
son, and thus is able to supply part of 
the 15 hllograms per person used an- 
nuallly in North Germany.

EVERY KIND OF SHIP 


PRESSED TO SERVICE 


Demands for 
Boats Bring Obsolete 


Vessels into Use to Carry 


Ocean Traffic. 
, 


Washington, D. C., • April 12.—All 
kinds of ships of war and 
of com- 
merce have been pressed into sen-ice' 
in the great European conflict. There 
are over-sea boats, onthe-water boats 
and under-sea boats; there are super- 
dreadnaughts, battle 
cruisers, 
and 
disguised commerce 
raiders; 
there 
are great ocean greyhounds that yes- 
terday were floating palaces of the 
ocean, carrying the wealth and beauty 
of civilization on their 
migrations 
across the sea, but that today are 
grim havens of suffering where the 
wail of pain and the shriek of anguish 
have substituted the carnival of music 
and the sound of mirth. - 
But strangest of-: all the kinds .of 
floating equipment that the war has 
draftee!, into service is .the Kelek. Qgs. 
cribing'this strange boat," the Nation- 
al \ Geographic "society, with head- 
quarters here,-says: 
"The Kelek is probably one of the 
earliest forms of water 
transporta- 
tion used by p.ur ancestors in Asia, 
It consists of goatskins inflated with 
air, tiel beneath a framework of light 
pole. Often as many as eight hun- 
dred such skins are used to give the 
boat the desired buoyancy. 
"The cargo is loaded on to the hold 
just as though it were a flat bottomed 
barge, after which the craft begins 
its Journey down the Tigris 
or the 
Euphrates propelled or guidel by oars. 
When it reaches its Journey's end it 
Is broken up and sold as skins and 
timber. 
"The two great rivers of Mesopo- 
tamia are very crooked and verv ir- 
regular in their depths. The air line's 
distance betWeeii Diarbekir and Bag- 
dad is four hundred miles, while the 
river route via the Tigris is about one 
•thousand miles. At many places the 
river is deep enough to accommodate 
boats, of considerable draft, 
but 
at 
othSra it is so shallow that a man lias 
difficulty..in swimming. 
But 
even 
over shallows where a man. cannot go 
as a swimmer, a well laden keiek will 
float without accident. 
"For thousands of years this buoy- 
ant boat has helped the 
people of 
.Mesopotamia to move their commerce 
over the shoals and shallows or two 
of the earth's moodiest rivers, and has 
now come to play its small part In 
the greatest war of human history," 
"This little plain once 
was

crossroads 
of civilization 
through 
which ran the great highway •between 
the East and the West on

stool Tarsus, Adana and Mopsueetia.

REPULSE NEW ATTACK 


French Balk Attempt to Advance on

Paris, April 12.—The German

sault on the Verdun front west of the 
Meuso, was renewed this morning. 
Troops advanced on Caurettes wood, 
south of Cumieres, the war office an- 
nounced, using flame projectors, but 
were repulsed.

gas prcjecliles. 


After a. bombardment with high ex- 
plosives lasting eight hours, and the 
use of gas for another hour or two, 
the Germans would attack simultane- 
ously on two flanks. There was no 
| visible diminution in their courage and 
ardor; neither did the French show 
the slightest fatigue and the conse- 
quence is the unprecedented carnage 
as the battle of Verdun goes on. 
Yef'terday the whole front beaten by 
gas projectiles was overhung by a yel- 
lowish cloud. 
When the cloud lifted the Germans 
pounded forward, seemingly indiffer-- 
ent to the big death dealing curtain ot 
fire from the French artillery.

First you must flnd the French Con- 
sulate General at London. You learn 
that it's in Bedford Square.

You flnd it -without much difficulty 
but notice that it is for British sub- 
jects, only. Therefore, you are In- 
clined to make remarks; but you ob- 
serve that the place next door is also 
connected with the French Consulate 
and labeled "Bureau de Passeports " 
You Iny your remarks on the table and 
enter No. 10. 


There is a Frenchman in uniform at 
the door, who seoms to be deeply in- 
terested in your affairs.' He asks your 
nationality. 
When he learns that 


you're American, he asks if you have 
n passport. If you have one. he asks 
you if you have shown it to the Amer- 
ican Consul in London. (It is 
very 


likely that you have not. In that case 
you go to your Consulate and allow 
your Consulate to stamp your passport 
.and collect his fee. Then you come 


j back to Bedford Square.)

Once more you sit down and 
wait.

.desks, in bewilderment. The English- 
man gives you a shove and points to 
some spot equidistant from four or nve 
tables. 
You strike for one, which 
turns out to be the wrong one. Some- 
body else is now in your place. You 
go back and sit down. 


At the third or fourth attempt you 
seize a chair, plant yourself before a 
/lesk, and open fire with your story. 
"Wihen you have finished you notice that 
the dignitary you were to see has gone 
out to lunch. And once more you go 
back and sit down. 


The next time, just as you are pre- 
paring to finish your job, the doorkeep- 
er announces forty Belgians who must 
be seen to immediately. Still you don't 


give up. In spite of the assistance of 
the English doorkeeper you will event- 
ually reach the desk and button-hole 
the man behind it. He will scan your 
papers, question you, interrogate you, 
examine you, discourage you, look at 
you doubtfully, and (perhaps) reluc- 
tantly and suspiciously, give you a pa- 
per to take to. the next office. 
.There you ait down and wait. You 
no longer observe what is going on. 
Somehow you manage to reach two oth- 
er desks, at each of which you mutter 
your now familiar story.

SHIP "GREAT BEAR" 


ON NORTHERN TRIP 


Purpose of Voyage in Far North Is 


for Hunting and for Exploration 


in No Man's Land. 


Chicago, 
April. 
12.—When 
the 
schooner "Great. Bear" sails from Se- 
attle about the middle of May, on a 
fishing and: hunting trip -co the far 
north—a trip which has been planned 
partly as 
a summer 
vacation and 


partly as a commercial venture—she 
will start on a journey that will take 
her about 5,000 miles from Seattle 
and will not end until about the mid- 
dle of November. Incidentally. John 
Borden, Chicago' capitalist, 
sports- 
man and traveler, and one ot the ves- 
sel's owners, will help the explorer, 
Vilbjalmur 
Stefanssen—if 
help 
is 
needed^—re-locate the continent 
he 
discovered in the polar regions. 


Mr. Borden on his journey will be 
accompanied by Capt. Louis Lane,; 
long time a resident of Nome, Alaska,' 
and for years a gold miner, fur trader : 
and whaler, and 
by three Chicago j 
guests—(Morris 
W. 
Bokum, 
C. 
K. I 
Knickerbocker and R. Slaughter—and 
the schooner •will carry a. crew of 
twenty-four sturdy seamen. 


Exploring Ships. 
With Mr. Borden, Capt. Lane 
is 
joint owner of the vessel, which, in- 
cluding her equipments, cost $75,000 
and is 137 feet long, 32 feet beam, 
with a draft of'14 feet and a speed of 
seven knots per 
hour. She carries 
three sails, as an auxiliary force, an 
oil-burning engine of 160 horse power. 
Her oaken hull is sheathed in iron- 
wood, a heavy timber from the Phil- 
ippines, almost as impervious as its 
name indicates. 


The "Great Bear" will carry 25,000 
gallons of fuel oil,- and about $3,000 
worth of provisions—canned vegeta- 
bles and fruits, sugar, coffee, flour, 
meal and salt meats—enough .to last 
the 
entire 
journey. 
A 
complete 
kitchen will be provided and will be 
in charge of a chef of long experi- 
ence. A medical chest fitted up ac- 
cording to the list authorized by vthe 
government for its vessels will be a 
part of the ship's equipment. 
No 
physician will accompany the expedi- 
tion as Mr. Borden says his experi- 
ence in northern waters has given 
him sufficient knowledge to handle 
any ailments peculiar to the northern 
country that might come to himself 
or his men. 


There will be private state rooms 
for each of the guests and comfort- 
able berths lor each man of the crew. 
Cards, books and a big phonograph 
will be among the things on board to 
provide entertainment for the long 
Arctic nights. 


Career of Lane. 
Capt. Lane, though only 36 years 


of age, is as much at home In a boat 
on the icy seas of the north as would 
be a landsman In an automoble 'trav- 
eling city streets: He has been 
a 


dweller in the Alaskan country since 
he wag a child of twelve and has 
spent much, of his time on the water. 
He will be In active charge of the 
boat as captain but will co-operate 
with Mr. Borden in all matters of 
management except the actual tech- 
nical details of handling the vessel. 
It was Capt. Lane who last August 
came to the rescue of the explorer, 
Stefansseri, with timely supplies when 
.Stefanssen and ithe remnant of the 
original party, that went to the north- 
ern regions with him had been given 
•up for lost. 
Mr. Borden is well fitted by experi- 
ence for his proposed long journey. 
Though he did not go but half as far 
norts as his present plans will carry 
him, he made a notable voyage-in the 
summer of 1913 in bis 100-foot sail- 
ing yacht, "Adventurer," from' - -the 
coast of Maine, around the American 
continent, 
through tbe 
straits of 
Magellan, thence to the Pacific coast 
and on to a point about 300 miles 
north of the Aleutian Islands. It was 
the delightful experience that he bad 
on .his trip that got the .salt, of .the 


sea into his veins and caused the lure 
of the north to call him again, a call 
so insistent, he said, that his forth- 
coming' trip is the result. 


Route of Ship. 
The route of the "Great Bear" will 
take her through the Pacific ocean for 
a distance of about 2,000 miles on 
the first leg of the long journev from 
Seattle,'on which she will reach the 
Aleutian Islands, where, as she turns 
northward, she will expect to encoun- 
ter much 
floating ice. This, how- 
ever, is not expected to hamper her 
as'her three great sails and her pow- 
erful oil burning engine are regarded 
as ample to make the handling of the 
boat easy, though the desired speed 
of seven knots an hour may not be 
at.ta.ined at all times. 


Another thousand miles will bring 
her to the Gulf of Anadyr, off the 
Siberian coast. Then she will-pass 
into the Arctic ocean and will circle 
Point Barrow through the Beaufort 
Sea, and having added another two 
thousand miles to the distance trav- 
eled from Seattle, she will reach Cor- 


i onation Gulf, off the northern coast 


j of Canada, where the journey will 
i end. The return will be made over.

DEPARTMENT WARNS 


MUSHROOM GROWERS 


Appearance of Unusual Specimens In 


Mushroom Beds Should Be Re- 


garded With Suspicion."' 


As the result of a serious case of 
mushroom poisoning in a mushroom 
grower's family recently, 
the 
mush- 
room specialists of the 
"CJ. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
have issued a 
warning to commercial 
and other 
growers of mushrooms to regard with 
suspicion 
any abnormal mushrooms 
which appear in their -beds. It seems 
that occasionally sporadic forms ap- 
pear in mushroom beds, persist for a 
day or two, and then disappear. These 
.are generally manure-inhabiting spe- 
cies and may be observed shortly after 
the bed's have, been cased. In the in- 
stance cited, however, these fungi ap- 
peared In considerable numbers at the 
time the edible Agarieua campestris 
should have been ready for the market 
and the dealer supposed It was prob- 
ably a new brown variety and tried it 
in his own family. 
As a result, five 


persona 
were rendered 
absolutely 
helpless and were saved after several 
hours only through the assistance of a 
second physician who had had experi- 
ence with this type of poisoning. 
In the opinion of the department, 
this case is peculiarly significant and 
.demonstrates that the grower must be 
able to distinguish Agaricus campes- 
tris from any of the 
wild forms of 
.mushrooms that may appear in the 
beds. . Under the 'circumstances, the 
department strongly urges every grow- 
er to make himself thoroughly famil- 
iar with the cultivated species. Com- 
plete descriptions, 
with 
pictures of 
poisonous and cultivated species, are 
contained in Department Bulletin 175, 
"Mushrooms ana Other Common Fun- 
gi," which can be purchased for 30 
cents from the Superintendent of Doc- 
uments, Government

upon the whole air surface as quickly 
as possible. 


2. Formalin is a very successful 
poison for flies if carefully used. 


One ounce formalin mixed in one 
pint (six ounces)-of milk and water 
in equal proportions. 
The mixture 


should, be exposed in shallow p'ales 
with a piece of. bread in the middle 
of each plate for them to rest upon for 
their feeding. 


One other way to get rid -of the 
flies is to starve them out, so they 
either die or seek other homes. 


The question is' asked, "Do flies 
live over winter in the houses and 
warm places?" 
The answer is that I 
they do, and form an active breeding 
agent for the formation of thousands 
of youn£ flies. So the time to get 
busy is right now, before the escrs are 
laid .and the young begin to hatch.'

Got A Corner On Dye Market 


Washington, Aprif 11,—Why go* to 
Wall Street tor . business romance 
when you can find it in.-the govern- 
ment departments.?

Do you realize that while newspa- 
pers are abandoning plnVc paper for 
their sporting editions, and fashion is 
adopting/white as the proper thing- 
all indicating how the analine 
dye 
shortage is affecting our daily life— 
the government continues to print red 
and 'blue and green postage stamps, 
and Is still meeting the demand for 
paper money, in its original colors 


ThB governments big stamp, and pa- 
per money factory, the bureau of en- 
graving, has not shut down, nor gone 
on short time, nor made any changes 
in the colors to which we are accus- 
tomed, because its director, Joseph.' J3. 
Ralph, cornered the American color 
market. 
• 


He not only kept the plant running, 
but ho saved the government between 
?300,000 and $400,000'.in -the bargain, 
and he did it within twenty-four of as 
strenuous hours as any Wall Street 
Magnate ever experienced. The storv 
has not heretofore been told. 
Director Ralph was probably. the 
first man in the United States to real- 
ize that the war in Europe would cre- 
ate .a. famine- in .analine dyes, in the 
United States. While t'hi general man- 
agers of private .concerns dependent 
for their prosperity on their ability to 
secure dry colors were still so excited 
over the outbreak '-of the 
hostilities 
tba.t they had not taken time to think 
of the war's possible consequences up- 
on themselves, Director Ralph had 
thought and acted. The rest of the big 
color users, woke up a day too late. 


Ralph Thinks First. 
On August 3, 1914, fresh .declara- 
tions of war were popping every few 
hours in Europe. On that day. sitting 
in his office in Washington, Director 
Ralph suddenly thought .of the color 
situation. Practically every bit of'dry 
color used at the bureau for ink.conies' 
from the coal-tar-products -factories of 
Germany. 'On that date there was'no 
telling ,-what direction'the war would 
take, .but it seemed very possible to 
Ralph that Great Britain might attain 


command of the seas and prohibit ex- 
portaticns of anything from Germany. 
He worried about It all afternoon, 
wondering what course he should 
take. In the event of a. real color 
shortage, the bureau might be put to 
all sorts of expedients in printing 
money stamps, possibly printing every- 
think in black and, white, possibly 
making it easy for wholesale counter- 
felting. . 
. 


He took his problem home with him 
that -night. It spoiled his dinner and 
his evening. He decided to go to bed 
early and try to forget it by going to 
sleep. But. he could not sleep. He 
tossed and rolled 
about in bed, but 
| finally his doubts cleared away -and he 
I saw liis course plainly before him. He 
I Jumped up, dressed rapidly, threw a 
i few things into a traveling ba«, hur- 
ried to the railroad station and took 
a-train north. 


At six o'clock the next morning he 
was at the Philadelphia establishment 
of the largest dye jobber in America; 
By .eight o'clock he had tested their 
colors on hand. At eight o'clock the 
officers of the concern arrived. Fif- 
teen minutes later Ralph had closed 
with them for their entire stock, stored 
and in transit, of dyes suitable for the 
purposes of the bureau of engraving. 


Ralph Corner* the Market. 
All this Jime he had kept a. taxi- 
cab waiting for him outside. In "this 
he hurried to another establishment, 
and again bought Its entire color stock. 
He repeated 
this procedure until at 
noon and he had purchased every 
pound of available color, in Philadel- 
phia. 


Two hours later he was in Jersey 


City. He knew now he would have to 
work carefully or the news' of his ex- 
ploit would .get out. In each Jersey 
City color establishment he affected a 
leisurely, casual manner, as though his 
visit were a mere incident, and in two 
hours of swift 
and 
silent work he 
bought out the Jersey City supply. 
Late in the afternoon he descended 


upon New York. The analine Jobbers 
are centered in a. small district in New 
York, so that he could work even more; 
rapidly than he had in Philadelphia 


and Jersey City. 
. I t w.as a\, blistering; August day. 
That night at nine o'clock Ttalph" sat 
in his hotel room, half dreused, trying 
to feel a cooling zephyr at the window. 
He was nearly exhausted by1 the heat 
and lack of food and sleep. But men- 
tally he was tranquil. Practically all 
color is sold to the American trade in 
these three cities. Ralph had either 
seen n; person or had Interviewed by 
telephone every 'color dealer In the 
three cities, and he had acquired all 
the loose color in the United States. 
Moreover, he had bought it at an aver- 
age of 25 cents a pound, the peace 
price. 


The room bell rang and one of the 


New York Jobbers •whom Ralph had 
seen that afternoon asked to come up. 
When he entered he offered the direc- 
tor several thousand dollars to be re- 
leased from.the contract which he had 
.signed 
less than six hours eaTlier. 
Color was concerned, and the trade 
now knew It. Director Ralph of course 
rejected the offer. 
. 


Save* Uncle Bam Nearly $400,000. 
Next day Prussian navy blue, for 
which Ralph had 
paid 26 cents a 
pound, went to $1.50 fn one Jump, and 
later to $2 a pound. By buying 80,000 
pounds-of Prussian blue at 26 cents 
Ralph saved the government well over 
$100,000 on this one shade. The total 
saving on the basis of the present war 
prices of colors run* up close to $400,- 
000.

There is no sequel to this story, as 
you might expect. In notion and in real 
life the board of directors of a private 
corporation would have voted their 
general manager a year's salary or 
some ether handsome bonus for suoh 
a-feat. But congress is not a board of 
directors. There is no bill pending to 
recognize Ralph's 
service, but 
the 
house has just disposed of one which 
sought to increase tne hours for gov- 
ernment clerical work, while the zeal- 
ous watchdogs of the treasury made 
speeches of home consumption-calcu- 
lated to give the impression that Un- 
cle Sam's civil service employes are 
lazy and inefficient. 


Yes. there is a sequel- too. Next day 
Ralph was making out his expense ac- 
count. He had used taxlcabs exten- 
sively. His total expenses were 
$B5 


for the day, AtJ-hls point his private 
secretary gently reminded him of the 
new law limiting the 
traveling ex- 
penses of civil service employes to $5 
a rlay. 


So for saving the government $400,- 


000 it cost Director Ralph $CO out of 
J"? .O.w.n .Pocket. Only special legisla- 
tion in congress could reimburse him. 
But no such legislation is pending.

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Former Ambassador To France, 


Writes On Preparedness Issue 


(By Myron T. Herrick.) 


For nearly two years the world has 


, been convulsed by the most stupen- 


dous war In history. In every corner 
of the globe, and in every phase of 
life, its effects are felt. In many ways 
the 
United States has a peculiarly 
close contact with the great struggle. 
Millions of our citizens 
trace their 
origin directly to one or another ot 
the warring nations. For many years ' 
we have had commercial and social 
relations with all these countries. The 
djstress which war has brought to sol- 
dier and, civilian alike has appealed 
in the strongest way to the hearts of 
Americans, and our sympathy 
and 


Iielp have been extended 
in 
every 
part of the battle zones for the relief 
of suffering. 
There is still needed, 
however, a national organization for 
relief to make our charities fully ef- 
fective. 
. 
It is imposible that the war should 
fail to have a most 
profound influ- 
ence upon America. Our people, our 
.instituions, 
our 
government itself 


• are being 
tested 
with 
almost the 
same severity as 
are those of the 


belligerent countries. 
We 
will 
be 
blind indeed if we fail to read the 
lessons of the war, if "we fail to profit 
from the military economic and social 
experience which Europe 
has con-

On our southern border we w'ere and 
lire subject to irritation, but no;' 
serious danger; we are experiencing 
that irritation now. 


But the nations of Eurore have 
lost their balance now as 
they did 
about a hundred years ago, and the 
Interests of neutrals are involved in 
the conflict. In proportion to 
the 
increasing strength of other- nations, 


the north and south were volunteer 
forces, raw and untrained at the 
start. If the government had had a 
trained army of even a hundred thou- 
sand men at the outset, that war 
would not have been dragged out tor 
nearly five years; the rebellion would 
have been squelched in a few months. 
What was secured by that war?

Merton Miller enlisted in the 7th 
Cavalry at Jefferson Barracks near 
St. Louis, last November. He origi- 
nally was a member of the band but 
when the cavalry was ordered to the 
border Miller mustered in as a pri- 
vate. At Jefferson Barracks, where 
he joined as a musician, he spent a 
month and then, as. the Mexican situ- 
ation became acute, previous to the 
massacre at 
Columbus, his cavalry 
was transferred to Douglas. Follow- 
ing Villa's invasion into New Mexico 
the Seventh 
was the first body of 
troops ordered Into greaser land and 
from then until now with every vary- 
ing results, most notable of which is 
Colonel Dodd's routing of the bandits 
two weeks ago, the chase has contin- 
ued.
